Skin is grafted around the car- 
I tilage to form the artificial ear. 
D ie cartilage 
supplies

soft, 
flexible, norm al-feeling ear, said 
J Dr. Leslie H. Backus, University 
of Buffalo M edical School. 


New ears also can be m ade from 
1 rib cartilage, or from things like 
ivory, rubber or plastics. 
None give perfect ears because 
of difficulties sin grafting skin to 
give all the contours of an ear. 
The artificial e a rs are far better 
than none. They d on’t affect h e a r­ 
ing. for ability to hear depends 
upon the Inner ear.
